2. Number of post, classification and scale of 
pay.—The number of said post, its classification 
and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules. 

. 3- Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tion etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, 
qualification and other matters relating to the said 
post, shall be as specified in columns (5) to (14) of 
the said Schedule. 

4, Disqualification.-—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 

marriage with a person haying a spouse 
living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered 

into or contracted a marriage with any 
person, shall be eligible for appointment 
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to the said post, provided that the Cen¬ 
tral Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person 
and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—-Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or ex¬ 
pedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to 


be recorded in writing and in consultation with 
the Union Public Service Commission relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservation, relaxation of age limit and other con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 134.—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by Section 6A read with sub-section (1) of 
section 7 of the Employees Provident Funds and 
Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (19 of 1952), 
the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 


ing. Schme to amend the Employees’ Pension 
Scheme, 1995 namely :— 

(1) This Scheme may be called the Employees’ 
Pension (Amendment) Scheme, 1996. 

(2) It shall come into force from the date of 
its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Employees’ Pension Scheme, 1995,— 

(1) in paragraph, 2, in sub-paragraph (1),— 

(a) for the word “received”, wherever it 
occurs, the words “received or are recei¬ 
vable” shall be substituted; 

(b) in clause (vii), 

(i) in sub-clause (iii), the word ‘“un¬ 
married” shall be omitted; 

(ii) in the Explanation, for the words 
“adopted by the member legally before 
death in service”, the words “legally 
adopted by the member” shall be sub¬ 
stituted; 

(c) in clause (xi), the words “and is in re¬ 
ceipt of monthly widow] widower pen¬ 
sion” shall be omitted; 

(d) for clause (xvi), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

"(xvi) “Permanent total disablement” means 
such disablement of permanent nature 
as incapacitates an employee for all 
work which he]she was capable of 
performing at the time of disablement, 
regardless whether such disablement is 
sustained in the course of employment 
or otherwise”; 

(2) in sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 4 for 
the words “the member”, the words, ‘each mem¬ 
ber” shall be substituted; 

(3) for paragraph 6, the following paragraph 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“6. Membership of the Employees’ Pension 
Scheme. 

Subject to sub-para (3) of paragraph I, the 
Scheme shall apply” to every employee:— 

(a) who on or after the 16th November, 
1995, becomes a member of the Em¬ 
ployees’ Provident Fund Scheme, 1952 
or of the Provident Funds of the Facto¬ 
ries and other establishments exempted 
by the appropriate Government under 
section 17 of the Act, or in whose case 
exemption has been granted under para¬ 
graph 27 or 27-A of the Employees 
Provident Fund Scheme, 1952, from the 
date of such membership ; 

(b) who has been a member of the ceased 
Employees’ Family Pension Scheme, 
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date salary exceeds Rs. 5,000 which¬ 
ever is later, and 8.33 per cent share 
of the employers thereof is remitted 
into the Pension Fund, pensionable 
salary shall be based on such higher 
salary”, 

(7) In pragraph 12,— 

(a) in sub-paragraph (2), the words and 
figures “the amount of short service pen¬ 
sion shall at first be computed in accor¬ 
dance with the above factor as if the 
Member has rendered eligible service of 
20 years. The amount so arrived shall 
be reduced (a} 6 per cent for every year 
by which the eligible service falls short 
of 20 years subject to a maximum re¬ 
duction of 25 per cent”, shall be omit¬ 
ted. 

(b) in sub-paragraph (3):— 
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1971 before the commencement of this 
Scheme from i 6th November, 1995. 

(c) who ceased to be a member of the Em¬ 
ployees’ Familv Pension Scheme, 1971 
between 1st April, 1993 and 15th Nov¬ 
ember, 1995 and opts to exercise his 
option under paragraph 7; 

(d) who has been a member of the Employ¬ 
ees’ Provident Fund or of Provident 
Funds of Factories and other establish¬ 
ments exempted by the appropriate 
Government under section 17 of the Act 
or in whose case exemption has been 
granled under Paragraph 27 or 27-A of 
the Employees’ Provilent Fund Scheme, 
1952, on 15th November, 1995 but not 
being a member of the ceased Employ¬
